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RESPONSE AND ELECTION UNDER 37 CFR S§ 1 .1 1 1 AND 1 .142 



Sir: 

Responsive to the Office Action, a Restriction Requirement, dated August 17, 2005, 
it is the position of the Office that the application pertains to a plurality of patentably 



distinct inventions. The Office notes that the inventions of Group I and Group II are 
related as a process of making and product made. It is the position of the Office, 
however, that the inventions are distinct because the claimed product may be made 
by another materially different process. The applicants traverse this conclusion on 
the grounds that the disclosure demonstrates the criticality of the instant process 
with respect to yield and purity of the resulting product. Absent contradictory 
evidence that those skilled in the art would find the instant invention to consist of 
multiple inventions, it is submitted that the Office Requirement is not substantiated. 

Nonetheless, in an effort to advance the prosecution of the instant application, the 
Applicants elect with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, (Claims 15-24 
and 27-28) drawn to processes, of the Restriction Requirement. 

Absent a favorable decision upon reconsideration of the Restriction Requirement, 
the Examiner may withdraw the non-elected subject matter, without prejudice to its 
rejoinder during later examination and/or prosecution in a Divisional Application. 

Accordingly, entry of the present Election into the record of this application and 
favorable action on the merits thereof, are respectfully solicited. 
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
